Chapter I]1—General 


ARTICLE 35 

The Britisge dominions and [India 
shall have the same rights and obliga- 
tions under this convention as if they 
were separate high contracting 
parties.

The period when educational activity

Before Nov. 11 fighting had been 
very intense and education had natu 
rally suffered by being purely of sec 
ondary consideration. After Nov. 11.

Two schools of education had been 
instituted, one at Oxford and the other 
at, Cambridge, at which officers and 
non-commissioned officers passed 
through a month's intensive course in 
the art of giving instruction. The 
army had throughout this war shown 
remarkable aptitude for rapid train- 
ing by means Of intensive courses: 
and short as the experiment had been 

for it had been called an entirely 
new experiment in education had 
far been marked with very great 
success. It was, however, only pos- 
sible to train by such means a smal! 
number of the teachers who were re- 
quired, and the supply of teachers re- 
mained therefore the ereatest diffi- 
culty of the scheme. It was not quite 
insuperable because it had been found 
that many officers of intelligence and 
education interested in the well-being 
of their men had turned with a whole 
heart’ to training them for peace as 
they had hitherto. trained them for 
war, and that these were in many 
cases at least as successful as profes- 
sional schoolmasters. Further, every 
officer must of necessity be to a great 
extent a teacher. As one illustration 
of the progress made, there was the 
instance of two subalterns meeting in 
a railWay carriage after many months 
of separation, when instead of narrat- 
ing their battles and so forth, thev 
had been overheard at once to begin 
asking each other how they took their 
soon becoming involved inan 
argument upon educational ideals.
